LONDON, June 24.—"‘'Hostile raids 
Were attempted this morning south- 
east of Gravelle and southeast of Ar- 
mentieres,” says the official report 


from British headquarters in France 
tonight. “In each case the enemy 
troops were caught under our fire and 
failed to reach our trenches, 

“The enemy's artillery was active 
today in the neighborhood of Havrin- 
court Wood, north of the Scarpe, and 
in the neighborhood of Messines, 

“In the air fighting yesterday two 
German airplanes were brought down. 
One was driven out of control, An 
other hostile machine was shot down 
in our lines by our anti-aircraft Buns. 
One of our airplanes is missing.” 

Prisoners Taken 


LONDON, June 24.—Today's offi- 
cial statement regarding operations on 
the Franco-Belgian front is as fol- 
lows: 

“We captured a few prisoners dur- 
ing the night as the result of patrol 
encounters south of the Scarpe. The 
hostile artillery was active in the 
neighborhood of Croiselles and Mes- 
sines,” 

LONDON, June 23,—‘Our troops 
raided the enemy positions north of 
Gravelle last night and captured sev- 
eral prisoners,” says today's official 
statement on the Franco-Belgian 
front operations. 

“Number of other prisoners were 
taken by us in successful local opera- 
tion in the neighborhood of Warne- 
ton. 

“A German raiding party was 
pulsed northqast of Ypres.” 

Sharp Fighting 

ROME, June 24. via London,— 
There has been a,.renewal of sharp 
fighting in the Trentino but no 
changes in position of the opopsing 
forces have resultea, according to to- 
day's war office report, The state- 
ment follows: 

“During last night one of our pat- 
rols reconnoitring in the eastern Pois- 
{na valley encountered a large detach- 
ment at Balassi and compelled it to re- 
treat. 

“The enemy artillery was particu- 
larly active yesterday on the Asiago 
Plateau. 

“We put out of action another en- 
emy gun on Mount Ortigora. 

Considerable Losses 


“On the uper Riodi and in the Cor- 
devele valley. early yesterday morning 
the enemy, after intense artillery pre- 
paration, attacked advanced posts on 
Mount  Settsass. The attack was 
promptly stopped and a counter at- 
tack quickly drove back the enemy 
with considerable losses.

Spirited Counter Attack 

PARIS, June 23,—‘In the region 
cast of Vauxaiilon,"” said tonight's war 
office communication, “a spirited 
counter attack by our troops enabled 
us to retake the greater part of the 
salient held by the enemy northeast 
of Moisey Farm. 

“The artillery action was quite ac- 
tive in the Hurtebise sector and on the 
left bank of the Meuse; it was inter- 
mnittent on the rest of the front. 

“Belgian communication: Last night 
the ememy artillery bombarded our 
communications behind Dixmude and 
at Steenstraete and Het Sas. Today 
the artillery activity was very pro- 
nounced near Reninghe, Pypegaale 
and Lizerne. There was lively bomb- 
ing near Steenstraete and the Ferry- 
man's house. Our aviators brought 
down an enemy machine which fell 
between Zande and Kevrot.” 

In Macedonia 

PARIS, June 24.—Tonight's French 
official communication reported to- 
night as follows on operations in Ma- 
cedonia: 

“Edstern Theatre, June 23: Patrol 
encounters took place in the region of 
Lake Doiran. East of Lake Presha 
the enemy carried out a violent artil- 
lery and machine gun fire on our 
trenches, but in the face of vigorous 
reply of our artillery no infantry ac- 
tion was attempted, 

Lively Scouting 

PETROGRAD, June = 24.—Lively 
scouting operations between the Rus- 
sian and Austrian lines in Galacia are 
reported in today's war office state- 
ment, which follows: 

“In Galacia, in the region of Grab- 
kovco, an enemy scouting party at- 
tempted to gain information of our 
position but was dispersed by one of 
our companies, 

“In the region of Presovce an Aus: 
trian company surrounded our scout- 
ing party. ‘sine commander of the 
party, Lieut. Muraucey, assembled his 
men and by means of bayonet fighting 
and the use of hand grenades they 
succeded in breaking through and re- 
turning to their trenches without the 
loss of a single man, Lieut. Murau- 
cev received seven serious wounds, 
On the remainder of the front and on 
the Roumanian front there were fu- 
sillades.

BULLE1IN WINS APPEAL 
IN SHEPPARD ACTION 


OTTAWA, June 24.—-The Supreme Court on Saturday gave 
judgment in the case of The Bulletin vs. Sheppard, and allowed the 
appeal with costs, the chief justice and Mr, Justice Anglin dissenting.

The plaintiff in the action took issue on these statements, but particu- 
larly took umbrage at an article which suggested that if the citizens 
wanted the affairs of the city conducted as in 1914 they should vote 
for members of that administration; otherwise they should not.

EXPLOSION IN A

FIRES IN GERMAN 
MUNITION PLANTS 


Hand Grenade Arsenal And Seven 
Shops Destroyed—Factories 
Burned Down. 


PARIS, June 24.—Several disasters 


have recently occurred in munition 
plants in Germany, according to the 
Zurich correspondent of the Matin, 


The correspondent telegraphs that he 
has learned from private sources that 
the hand grenade arsenal at Spandau 
exploded on June 16th and that seven 
ammunition shops at Marienhall were 
destroyed by fire on the 17th. Some 
munition factories at Nuremburg also 
have been burned down, according to 
this authority. 

Spandau is nine miles west of Ber- 
lin. Large government munition 
works are there, Nurenburg is more 
noted for various industrial plants 
than as a munition centre.

Action In View Of Application To 
Utilities Commission For Lib- 
erty To Borrow Against 

Arrears Of 1916 Taxes. , 


These resolutions state what the 
city council did at its adjourned meet- 
ing on Saturday afternoon, when the 
financial position of Kdmonton was 
considered in view of the recommen- 
dation of the provincial board of pub- 
lic utilities when the council  sub- 
mitted an application for permission 
to borrow $1,200,000 against arrears 
of taxes for 1916, amounting to $1.- 
665,822. The board advised that the 
whole situatién be now faced, thor- 
oughly discussed and investigated by 
the city council; that a survey be or- 
dered of all sources of income and pos- 
sibilities of further retrenchment in 
administration, and that representa- 
tions be made at the earliest possible 
moment for the obtaining of such 
legislative amendments as will en- 
able the city to realize from its only 
available assets—taxes and arrears of 
taxes—sufficient to protect, not only 
current expenses and indebtedness, 
but also the contracts entered into 
with purchasers of its securities, Up-, 
on receiving sultable assurances that 
all ways and means have been dis- 
cussed, and that those best suited to 
the exigencies of the situation will be 
adopted, also that an understanding 
has been reached that effective legis 
lation will be introduced at the next 
session of the legislative assembly 
whereby the powers of the city to deal 
summarily with properties in arrears 
for taxes will be made adquate, the 
board will consider the advisability of 
assisting the city by granting permis- 
sion to borrow a minimum amount 
against the 1916 tax arrears, 

If the loan on the 1916 tax arrears 
be granted and the two-year deben- 
ture issue satisfactorily disposed, it 
was pointed out the financing of the 
city for the remainder of the year can 
be arranged, as, in addition to the 
$1,200,000 from the loan, a sum of 
$661,000 can be raised by the sale of 
local improvement debentures, To- 
gether with the revenue from other 
sources it will be possible to raise 
about $2,200,000, which wil carry the 
city through the year. With regard 
to the expenditure, there is a consid- 
erable amount which cannot be les- 
sewed in any way, but unexpended bal- 
ances of various appropriations stood 
at $456,195 at June ist, and it is pos- 
sible that some of this will be cut 
out, as the department estimates will 
again be revised, 

Mayor Henry has prepared a com- 
prehensive estimate for 1918, wherein 
the expenditure is kept within $5,500,- 
000, with the revenue covering that 
amount. The receipts are estimated 
as follows: License fees, $100,000; 
rents, etc, $15,000; interest and ex- 
change, $50,000; tax collection: busi- 
ness and improvement taxes, $500,000; 
current taxes, $1,500,000; extra levy 
in respect of deficit in tax sale, $500,- 
000; proceeds of tax sale, $1,500,000; 
Joan on arrears, $1,264,875; total, $5,- 
419,875. 

Mill Rates, 

The statement prepared by Comp- 
troller Mouat is a plan of estimated 
expenditure for each year up to 1922, 
and council recommends that it should 
be followed as closely as possible. In 
each year the estimate for depart- 
mental expenses is kept within $500.- 
000, while the total for total munici- 
pal, debenture, school and library re- 
quirements does not exceed $3,400,000 
in each case, For various reasons 
one being the necessity of imposing 
an additional levy to protect those 
who hold the tax arrear debentures, 
the mill rate for 1917 cannot yet be 
gauged very accurately, but Comp- 
troller Mouat estimates a mill rate 
for succeeding years as follows: 1918, 
28.61 mills; 1919, 29.11 mills; 1920, 
-61 mills; 1921, 30.11 mills; 1922, 
30.11 mills, 

Mayor Henry's Proposal. 

As Edmonton is only one of the 
many Alberta cities and towns that 
have financial worries due to tax ar- 
rears, and a proposal has been put 
forward by Mayor Henry that repre- 
sentatives of Alberta municipalities 
should meet in conference for the 
purpose of discussing and forming a 
concrete plan for dealing with tax 
arrears, and also providing for their 
financial needs, which plan could be 
Placed before the provincial legisla- 
ture.

| -W.C. GOFFATT 


Have .Followed Rabbits, And 
Trappers Have To Go Far 
Inland For Them. 


“Fur is scarcer than usual in the 
north country,” sald W. C, Goffatt, 
the well-known fur expert, of Peace 
River, who came down on last night's 
train from the north, “They have 
followed the rabbits and gone to the 


mountaing,” he explained in conversa- 
tion with The Bulletin. ‘This is one 
of the lean years for rabbits. They 
have all migrated to the country be- 
tween the Rocky Mountains and the 
MacKenzie river and on the east to 
Hudson's Bay. Our trappers have 
have gone many hundreds of miles 
further after them tnan ever before, 
and we have established new posts 
far inland, far back of any posts ol 
any other trading company.” 

Mr. Goffatt, who represents Charles 
Porter, successor to G. Gaudig & 
Blum, fur merchants of New York, is 
on his way to that city by way of 
the great lakes. He says he is through 
for the season in the Peace River dis- 
trict and’ is going to make arrange- 
ments for the new season, Naturally 
he does not care to disclose the 
amount of his firm's business thie 
year, but it was casy to see that it 
must have been emin®ntly satisfactory. 

Mr. Goffatt says that business ir 
looking well in the Peace River coun- 
ery and that the outlook for a fine 
crop is good. A piece of news that 
will bring rejoicing to the people ot 
the Fort Vermilion district is that Lo- 
cator Murray, of the BE, D, & B, C 
railway, left Peace River a few days 
ago and is at Battle River Crossing 
for the purpose of locating the rall- 
way from Battle River to Fort Ver- 
milion, There are eight in the party 
and the work of locating the new line 
will be pushed with the utmost expe- 
dition.

The principalship of Queen's Theo- 
logical College includes a professor- 
ship on the teaching staff, of which 
Dr, Dyde was a momber provera to 
coming to MWdmonton. he position 
has been vacant for some time and a 
committee of the board of manage- 
ment has been seeking a suitable man 
to fill it, After a survey of the avail- 
able candidates they decided that Dr. 
Dyde was the man for the place and 
the committee, it is understood, inter- 
viewed him with respect to the mat- 
ter. Their favorable report resulted 
in the decision to extend a formal in- 
vitation, which, it is understood, is 
now on its way. 

Dr. Dydo has been at the head of 
Robertson College for about six years 
now, and it is largely due to his en- 
ergy and efficiency that the inetitu- 
tion has attained Rs present standing. 
Coming so soon after the call of Dr. 
Riddell of Alberta College to Winnt- 
peg, it will constitute a loss to Edmon- 
ton educationists,

ONLY ON CONDITION. 


The extent to which the people 
wf Canada are allowed to govern 
themselves depends, it appears, on 
ewhether or not they are prepared 
to approve the record of the Bor- 
den Government and to continue 
Sir Robert as Premier. Sir Robert 
sdmits that the public are entitled 
fo express their opinion on the 
question of conscription, but says 
they will not get a chance to do 
go unless conscription is tied up 
fo himself in such a way that they 
pannot endorse conscription with- 
gut thereby endorsing him. 


AN INQUIRY. 

‘A correspondent inquires how 
ft came about during the recent 
Provincial election campaign in 
the city that one of the party or- 
ganizations obtained a list of the 
soldiers’ wives who receive grants 
from the Patriotic Fund, and used 
this list to circularize the women 
and organize the meeting in the 
Garland theatre. Perhaps Mr. Ew- 
ing, as president of the North Al- 
berta branch of the Patriotic 
Fund and also one of the candi- 
dates on whose behalf the meeting 
was arranged, can explain how 
the list came into possession of his 
organization and came to be used 
for such purpose with his sanc- 
tion and approval, 


THE CONTROL NEEDED 


Hon. W. J. Hanna has been ap- 
pointed food controller of Can- 
ada, with powers which are said 
to be, and seem to be, very wide. 
Tt is to be hoped that he will ex- 
ercise them without regard to Sir 
George Foster’s unhopeful dictum 
that it is impossible to arbitrarily 
fix prices so as to rescue the pub- 
lie from the food pirates. Other- 
wise the controller will be mainly 
a nuisance and an expense. It is 
not a dictator to tell them what 
they may and may not eat that the 
Canadian people are sorely in 
need of. The profiteers have been 
telling them that; more effectively 
than any official can do it. What 
is required is a regulator who will 
regulate the prices of what peo- 
ple should be able to eat, but can’t 
afford to cat, down within their 
reach. 


THE SOLDIER'S FAMILY 

The Manitoba branch of the 
Patriotic Fund has endorsed a 
proposal that the Fund allowance 
to children of soldiers be in- 
creased by two dollars per month, 
fhe proposal is in recognition of 
the evident fact that the cost of 
living has so increased as to make 
it necessary to increase the in- 
comes of the soldiers’ dependents 
if they are to be dealt with fairly, 

The allowances to dependents 
were moderate in amount when 
fixed more than two years ago, 
even in view of the then prevailing 
cost of living. As the cost of most 
necessaries of life has gone up- 
ward out of all relation to the cost 
when the allowances were fixed 
the dependents are obviously not 
in as good position as they were 
two years ago. If they are to be 
treated as their husbands and fa- 


thers expected they would be 
treated, and as Government’ and 
public undertook that they should 
he treated, their allowances should 
be increased in proportion as the 
cost of living has advanced, 

And it would be very much bet- 
ter if the increase due to the de- 
pendents were made in the  as- 
signed pay and separation allow- 
ances due from the Government, 
rather than in the grants from the 
Patriotic Fund, The raising of 
money enough to mect the de- 
mands upon the Fund by volun- 
tary contribution has always been 
a formidable problem, and with 
the recruiting of more reinforce- 
ments for the front the task will 
become harder still. Instead of 
leaving the liberally disposed por- 
tion of the public to make up the 
increased income needed by the 
soldier’s family by increased con- 
tributions to the voluntary Fund, 
the added allowance should be 
paid out of the public treasury 
from the proceeds of taxation im- 
posed upon everybody.

LOCK THEM UP. 

Montreal reports the organiza- 
tion of an anti-conscription league 
known as ‘‘Knights of Death,”’ 
the leaguers declaring their pur- 
pose to be to oppose conscription 
by every means, including armed 
resistance. That is a direct defi- 
ance of authority, and should be 
dealt with promptly. The Knights 
should be locked up before they 
get somebody killed. 


TO EXCUSE QUEBEC? 


Hon, Arthur Meighen says con- 
scription will bear less heavily 
upon Quebec than any of the other 
provinces, Just what he means by 
that the public ought to know. 
The only apparent meaning to at- 
tach to it is that conscription is to 
be applied in the other provinces 
without first requiring Quebee to 
supply the men it was asked to 
provide by voluntary enlistment 
but failed to supply. If the idea is 
to conscript men from the other 
provinces to make up Quebee’s de- 
ficiency the people of the other 
provinces are entitled to know it. 


PUBLIC OPINION ON TRIAL. 


General Provincial elections are 
being held in Saskatchewan next 
week. As in Alberta, the Opposi- 
tion there do not appear to have 
discovered any substantial reason 
why they should be substituted 
for the Government as directors 
of public affairs. The question of 
policy being thus eliminated, the 
result will no doubt turn largely 
on the moral issue raised by the 
bribery incident of last year and 
treatment of those members of the 
Legislature who. were found in- 
volved. Premier Martin’s course 
in that connection was exactly 
what it should have been. The re- 
turns from the polls will show 
whether and to what extent the 
people of Saskatchewan stand be- 
hind a premier who has the moral 
courage to protect the public in- 
terests even against party friends 
and supporters in the Legislature. 
It is not the Martin Government 
that is on trial so much 
electors of the Province. 


WHERE THE SHORTAGE 
SHOULD BE MADE UP. 

Enlistments in Canada are offi- 
cially given as having reached the 
total of 420,000 men. We are, 
therefore, 80,000 men short of the 
half million Sir Robert Borden 
promised that Canada would put 
in the field. 

And whence the shortage? As- 
suredly it is no fault of Alberta, 
This province has already supplied 
six thousand men more than its 
proportion of the half million. 
British Columbia has supplied 
nine thousand more than its quota. 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba have 
each supplied more than the num- 
bers called for. That there is a 


as the 


shortage is therefore no fault of}. 


Western Canada. This part of the 
Dominion has contributed already 
more men than were asked. The 
default is in the eastern provinces, 
How many of them have defaulted 
does not seem to have been offici- 
ally announced, but among them 
they have failed by 80,000 men. 
Now it is proposed to make up 
this shortage by conscripting men 
all over Canada, That is neither 
wise as & matter of national econ- 
omy, nor fair to the people of the 
Western Provinces, Western Can- 
ada produces more food than any 
other part of Canada for the popu- 
lation employed in the task, and 
it must be ‘‘bad business’? when 
the world needs food to deplete 
the man-opwer in the ‘particular 
part of the country where man- 
power is most effective in order to 
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avoid depleting it in less produc- 
t#ve sections. 

Besides filling up the battalions 
organized in Western Canada, the 
western provinces have been 
raiced from end to end for men to 
fill the slackers’ gaps in units 
which are credited to towns and 
cities scattered all the way from 
western Ontario to the Atlantic 
seaboard. And now that—even 
with this help—the eastern pro- 
vinees are 80,000 men short, it is 
proposed to conscript men from 
the West to help make up the de- 
ficiency! That is not a fair deal to 
the western people. It is an abso- 
lute negation of the principle that 
there should be equalization of ef- 
fort and sacrifice. 

As the castern provinces, or 
some of them, are the. ones—and 
the only ones—that ‘have fallen 
down in supplying the men called 
for, those are the ‘provinces where 
recruits should be sought—whe- 
ther by voluntary enlistment or 
conscription—until the deficiency 
has been made up. When the 
“slacker’’ provinces have sup- 
plied their quotas of the half mil- 
lion, as the western provinces have 
supplied theirs, will be the time to 
consider applying conscription to 
all Canada for future reinforce- 
ments,

“We observe with misgivings the at- 
tempt to introduce the principle 
of compulsion, We warn the respon- 
sible officials of the danger of efforts 
to destroy trade unioniam by labor 
conscription, declaring that for every 
reason favoring conscription of men, 
ten reasons exist favoring the cor 
scription of wealth and property.” 

The delegate# present represent 3,- 
000,000 organized workmen, The ad- 
Adresses indicated profound dAissatiafac- 
tion because of the suspicion that 
plans are being perfected contemplat 
ng the wholesale conscription of la- 
bor. The following resolution was 
adopted unanimously: 

“The conference considers that the 
conscription of wealth should have 
rrecedesd the conscription of human 
ife and accordingly it demands the 
registering of wealth and property in 
order to prepare for real equality of 
sacrifice,”

HOW TO MEET ; 
HEAVY DEMAND

Labor Conditions Make Task Dif- 
ficult, Says Bank of Com- 
merce Circular

Montreal, June 23.—‘Labor condi- 
tions render it increasingly difficult,” 
says the June circular of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, ‘‘to meet the con- 
tinned heavy demand for munitions, 
Loss of time through trade disputes 
and desultory work are as great an 
obstacle to the full utilization of the 
country’s industrial resources as the 
actual shortage in the supply of la- 
bor, Unless some more effective reg- 


ulation of labor is introduced which 
will bring about more regular and 
more permanent service, it may not 


be possible to sustain the present vol- 
ume of exports of manufactured

United States Senator Colt 

Rhode Island may be the smallest 
state in the unton, but there is cer- 
tainly nothing small about the way 
that state does things. One of her 
leading industries is the production of 
great statesmen. She has probably 
grown more of these per square foot 
than any other state, and she began 
very early in the history of our coun- 
try. There is, for instance, United 
States Senator Le Baron Bradford 
Colt. Senator Colt is a Republican in 
politics, but first of all he js a true, 
patriotic American, and he has upheld 
President Wilson's hands every time 
the occasion demanded it. Le Baron 
Colt was born at Dedham, Mass., June 
£5, 1846. He graduated from Yale at 
the age of 20 with the degree of A. B. 
He has received the degree of Doctor 
of Laws from Columbia and Yale 
and other degrees from various insti- 
tutions of learning. He married Mary 
Loulse Ledyard of Chicago in Decem 
ber, 1873, at which time he was prac: 
ticing law in that city, having been 
admitted to the bar in 1870. In 1875 
Mr. Colt decided that there was a 
greater field for his activities in the 
state of Rhode Island, and moved to 
Bristol. Besides practicing Jaw in his 
new home town he entered polities 
and took part in several very lively 
state and national élections. His first 
entry into public affairs was as a 
member of the Rhode Island house of 
representatives, to which he was 
elected for the term beginning 1879 
and ending 1881. When his term 
was over he was appointed United 
States district judge for Rhode Island 
and acted as such until 1884, when he 
was appointed United States circuit 
judge for the first judicial circuit. 
This honored position he held until 
19138, when he was elected to the Unit- 
ad States senate, His term expires in 
March, 1919. 
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Today We Celebrate 
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FIRST METHODIST CONFERENCE 


The first Methodist conference was 
held 178 years ago today, June 25, 
1774. This pioneer conference of 
what is now one of the greatest of 
the world’s denominations was called 
by John Wesley, who felt that & more 
definite and extensive organization 
than he had first given his followers 
was imperatively needed. The con- 
ference was composed of six clergy- 
men, who proceeded to the consider- 
ation of three topics: What to teach, 
how to teach and what to do, The 
first two days were occupied with the 
discussion of several doctrines, evan- 
gelical and Arminian, which were de- 


fined with precision. On the three 
following days they discussed the re- 
lation of the Methodist societies to 


the established ehurch, In a second 
conference, five years later, Method- 
ism took an organic and definite 


form, as Wesley's opinions on “church 
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order’ had undergone a great change | 


An annual conference was then instl- 
tuted, class meetings and love feast: 
sanctioned, and Methodism had hence- 


forth its preachers, lay preachers 
leaders, trustees, and stewards, Fron 
that time on Methodism began its 
gradual divergence from the Church 
of England, which ended [tn a com- 
plete separation, 
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BARBED WIRE 


Before the present war barbed wire 
was chiefly used to surround pastures 
and the principal result was that 
your pants were torn when you triec 
to get through a wire fence.
